
Town budget passed 

• But tax rates still an unknown factor

The Town of Didsbury has 
passed its operating and capital 
budget for 1995. but tax payers 
still don’t know what to expect 
when the tax bill comes in 
The budget, which reflects a 
three percent increase in tax rev¬ 
enue over 1994, was passed at 
the last town council meeting, 
but tax notices cannot be sent 
out until requisitions for schools, 
the lodges and others are made 
Councillor Gayle Vcno said 
tax payers can expect to pay 
three percent more to cover town 
operations and capital purchases 
for the next year, but said town 
council has no idea what in¬ 
creases. or decreases, will be 
requested by the province and 
the housing management board 
In terms of the town's budget. 
Veno said council had a diffi¬ 
cult time try ing to balance the 
budget in light of the recent pro¬ 
vincial government cutbacks in 
Municipal Assistance grants 
“Our revenue was down 
$85,000 from the (Municipal 
Assistance grants)," she said 
Even with a three percent in¬ 
crease, we still had to draw from 
reserves ” 

While there were some 
overexpenditurcs in some areas 
of the 1994 budget, the town 
still was left with a $223,000 
surplus which has been trans¬ 
ferred to reserves. In the effort

Town council notes

To date, no wntten proposals 
have been submitted to the town by 
a private business looking to run 
the tourist information booth at the 
train station. 

Council had decided it would be 
wise to move the booth from its 
present location near the 
campground to downtown to help 
draw tourists into Didsbury’s busi¬ 
nesses. Council felt the new loca¬ 
tion would also make an ideal loca¬ 
tion for another business. 

But Councillor Vance van Dam 
said no formal proposals have been 
received and they may have to re¬ 
think the idea. Council does have a 


proposal from a concession busi¬ 
ness w'ho is interested in running 
the booth at its current location. 

The Town of Didsbury will soon 
be signing the contracts to make 
Didsbury an official member of the 
Main Street Alberta program Main 
Street is a historical restoration pro¬ 
gram which helps businesses in 
town restore their buildings to their 
original forms. About $50,000 each 
year is available to building owners 
who are looking for help in their 
restoration plans. 

Funding is not the only help 
available Architects and consult¬ 
ants with Main Street will also be 
able to give advise on restoration 

“I hope this gets good recep¬ 


tion," said Councillor Vance van 
Dam “It will increase property val¬ 
ues like (the restoration work) at 
Westerdale For what we spent to 
improve that building, we probably 
increased its value three or four 
fold.” 

More information about the pro¬ 
gram is available from the town 
office. 

The town of Didsbury may be 
looking at joining forces with sur¬ 
rounding communities to offer 
safety services under the Alberta 
Safety Codes Act 

At a recommendation from the 
town’sby-law officer, Didsbury will 
make application to be accredited 
in fire and building safety inspec¬ 


tion services now that the province 
has decided to allow outside per¬ 
sonnel to handle inspections and 
licensing 

But town councillors were con¬ 
cerned that becoming accredited on 
their own might mean increased 
competition among other munici¬ 
palities in the area 

“ I’d hate to be in a position where 
we are surrounded by communities 
who are in charge of their own fee 
schedules,” said Councillor Rod 
Collinge “We could be jeopardiz¬ 
ing town development.” 

Besides investigating possible 
joint services, the town will also 
look into how much the services 
will cost through private compa¬ 
nies. 


County refuses park 
request

County council refused to sup¬ 
port a bid to turn an abandoned rail 
line mto a park 

A Calgary man had written to 
the county, asking for their support 
to have the former CP Rail Collicut 
line, located between Crossfield and 
Cremona, turned into a linear park. 
The 42 km length of the rail line 
would then be opened up to hikers, 
cyclists and riders. 

In his letter to council, Peter 
LaGrandeur said the scheme is fit¬ 
ting with the Rails to Trails rage 
which is sweeping across North 
America in conjunction with the 
abandonment of several rail lines. 


LaGrandeur also sent a letter to the 
Cremona Village council asking 
their support, which they gave. 

But county council was opposed 
to the idea of turning the abandoned 
rail line into a park. Councillor 
Diane Davies said she has been 
working instead to have the land 
returned to the farmers along the 
line. 

* ‘Ever since I have been on coun¬ 
cil I have been trying to get that land 
returned to the land owners,” she 
said. ‘ ‘ And if you notice where these 
letters are coming from, they are 
not from local residents at all ” 

The final decision on what to do 
with the line is up to the provmcial 
government who now own the land

“We gave the fire department 
an increase in their meeting fees 
because they hadn’t had one in 
quite a few years,” Vcno said 
“We also increased the amount 
on calls for fires.” 

An 11 percent increase was 
budgeted in by-law enforcement 
to cover the cost of a full time 
by-law enforcement office A 
55 percent increase in water 
operations will cover a new 
water line to be installed this 
year and a 51 percent increase in 
the planning, zoning and devel¬ 
opment budget will be used to 
pay for planning services no 
longer offered by the provincial 
government 

Veno said a final budget 
should be ready once all the 
requisitions have been sent in, 
sometime towards the end of 
April

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Accused to face another 
charge 

• Man back in custody after second 
sexual assault charge laid

A 22-year-old Cremona man, 
facing one charge of sexual assault 
relating to an incident in Water 
Valley is now facing a second 
charge. 

Craig Dean Fntzler was charged 
last month after a woman was sexu¬ 
ally assaulted by a man with a 
weapon at her home near Water 
Valley He was released on his own 
recognizance. 

But Sergeant Ray Gaultier of the 
Didsbury RCMP said their investi¬ 
gation and the media attention at¬ 
tached to the incident helped them 
to uncover another assault alleg¬ 
edly involving Fritzler. 

Sgt Gaultier said an Olds woman 
came forward after the first charge 
was laid and told them about being 


assaulted in May, 1993 at her home. 
The victim, age 20, had known the 
accused and invited him to spend 
the night on her sofa after realizing 
he had been drinking 

Sgt Gaultier said the case de¬ 
tails the reasons why assault vic¬ 
tims should come forward in these 
kind of incidents. 

“We rarely see this kind of as¬ 
sault from a first time offender, ’ ’ he 
said. “Generally they build up to it 
I guess people don’t like to come 
forward for less serious incidents 
but if they do, it generally helps to 
nip it in the bud before the incidents 
get worse.’’ 

As a result of the second charge, 
Fritzler has been remanded to cus¬ 
tody and will make his first court 
appearance on both charges on 
March 29 in Didsbury Provincial 
Court

A Didsbury man was injured Saturday morn¬ 
ing in a gas fire which engulfed his garage 
Tony Van Holland was working on his 1959 
Chrysler in his garage when some spilled gas 
ignited and caused an explosion Van Holland 
was trapped inside the garage before he man¬ 
aged to crawl out under the garage door. He 
suffered bums to his face and hands during the 
incident He was treated at the Didsbury Hospi¬ 


tal 

Didsbury RCMP said the fire started when 
Van Holland spilled some gas replacing a me¬ 
chanical fuel pump in the Chrysler with an 
electric. Van Holland was unsure how the gas 
was ignited. Three cars were damaged in the 
fire A dollar amount on the damages has not 
been estimated

Urban versus rural

Regardless of whether it is purposeful or not, county council 
seems to be going out of their way to forge a strong wedge 
between rural and urban dwellers 

First we have the big controversy over acreages, now we 
have the makings of a tempest in a teapot over 42 km of 
abandoned rail line which a Calgary man has asked be left as 
a trail system 

The man has asked county council to support a bid to 
convince the province, to whom the land belongs, to keep the 
rail line in place so it can be used as a trail for hikers, cyclists 
riders and others who enjoy a long meander in the country The 
line stretches from Crossfield to Cremona and would attract a 
lot of attention from nature lovers in and around the area 

But county council refused to even consider the possibili¬ 
ties, stating they want the land returned to the farmers 

Perhaps we should all ask the councillors to explain why this 
is such a necessity since it only encompasses about 10 feet on 
either side of the line and would constitute a huge bureaucratic 
nightmare to divide the land up through surveys and then 
process the paper work to return it to the farmers whose land 
abuts the line I guess the councillors think that extra 10 feet 
must be worth it to the farmers who have been farming their 
land for a great many years already without the benefit of that 
extra land 

But the issue that I must really take exception to is over their 
comments over who the request came from Since he isn’t a 
county resident, it appears that his opinion doesn ’ t count Since 
he doesn’t live in the area and farm the land, he couldn’t 
possibly appreciate the land Andjust who does he think he is 
that he can tell county residents what they should do with their 
land? 

Well guess what 9 That land belongs now to all Alberta tax 
payers Creating more parks is a must to help us all retain our 
appreciation for wide open spaces Giving urban dwellers a 
place where they can spend their leisure time will help keep 
them off private property as well Taking an unused, tiny 
section of land and opening up for public use is a far better use 
of resources than the time and funds needed to reclaim it and 
diwie it up 

And don’t forget, county council, the Village of Cremona 
threw their support behind this man’s idea, so it is not simply 
an urbanite idea

It had been a wild week at the 
Alberta Legislature In one day, for 
example, there were two historic 
free votes Ml,As suddenly reversed 
their ground and voted to save Fam¬ 
ily Dav as a statutory' holiday. Two 


weeks before, it was impossible to 
find a Conservative MLA who op¬ 
posed Heather Forsyth's bill to end 
the holiday, apart from the exiled 
former Deputy Premier, Ken 
Kow alski Ev eu Premier Klein found 
himself explaining to reporters w hy 
he supported her bill, after voting to 
create the holiday during the Getty 
regime. 

Third reading changed all that 

Well, no actually, Ken Kowalski 
changed all that, w aming darkly that 
Alberta voters wouldn't take kindly 
to MI .As who let vested interests 
take away their holiday and sud¬ 
denly Bill 203 supporters with names 
like Dinning, Mar, West, Mirosh 
and Smith were absent for the final 
vote. 

Liberal leader Grant Mitchell was 
there to explain to reporters that he 


had changed his vote after soliciting 
the opinion of constituents 

Forsyth took it like a trooper 
Not a half hour later, it was Barry 
McFarland's turn for the blindfold 
He tried to raise the drinking age to 
19, and again, it wasn't possible to 
find a Tory to object to the idea, 
except, of course, for the Member 
for Barrhead-Westlock The vote 
wasn't very close, though, and 
McFarland took it like a man who's 
seen high school kids dead or dying 
on a back road 

Never mind the outcomes: dec- 
ade»have gone by with no free votes 
at the Alberta Legislature and MI. As 
who usually have to curtsey to 
unelected folk like Mr Love and 
Mr. Elzinga are starting to enjoy the 
possibilities The newly empowered 
backbench also got the credit for 


passing a motion that resurrects 
Right To Work, the union-busting 
legislation found in US states like 
Tennessee and Arkansas 

It's only been a few months since 
Labour Minister Stockwell Day's 
own experts outlined on paper ex¬ 
actly why right to work legislation 
wouldn't be a good idea in Alberta, 
but there was the Minister, gleefiilly 
explaining that elected representa¬ 
tives had lawfully directed him to 
take a second look The backbench¬ 
ers aren't the only ones starting to 
enjoy the possibilities 

And there was farce Jacketgate, 
by name Somehow, scientists aren't 
sure exactly, the 400 or so Alberta 
team jackets paid for by taxpayers 
for the Canada Games were trans¬ 
formed from the official colors, ap¬ 
proved by the Games committee, to 


the beloved blue and orange fea¬ 
tured on every Progressive Con¬ 
servative billboard, poster, bumper 
sticker, fridge magnet, fundraising 
letterhead and Boomer Adair cheer¬ 
leader for the last 24 years. 

Community Development Min¬ 
ister Gary Mar holds that this bold 
move made it easier for our Alberta 
athletes to find each other in a crowd 
He's not entirely sure, though, whose 
bold move it w’as, perhaps a previ¬ 
ous Minister. As for the shocking 
allegation that the new colors are 
somehow related to the Party, Mr 
Mar offers up the information that, 
in fact, the official colors of the 
Party are. no, no, wait for it. black 
and orange

The Civil Enforcement Act is a new legislative initiative 
designed to improve services to creditors, streamline the 
process for debt collection and reduce government costs. 

A series of public information sessions will be held for those 
interested in establishing Civil Enforcement Agencies or 
becoming Bailiffs to perform certain services presently 
carried out by the Sheriffs Office. 

The services include: conducting seizures; arranging for the 
storage .and sale of seized property; and the distribution of 
sale proceeds.

Blue Jay deserves its reputation 
for sharp intelligence 


These often involve the bird using 
a tool - a shied of paper, perhaps, or 
a twig - to gain access to a food 
source. Sometimes, the technique 
spreads to other jays that have been 
watching and, presumably, learning. 

A clue to the Blue Jay’s actual 
intelligence may lie in its diet, which 
includes just about anything edible. 

The feeding patterns of many 
other birds are much more highly 
programmed than the Blue Jay’s. 
Their behaviour is less versatile and 
more instinctual than the Jay’s, and 
this both restricts what they recognize 
as food and limits the means by 
which they can obtain it. 

To a Blue Jay, almost anything is 
a possible meal. Fruits, seeds, insects, 
bird’s eggs and young birds, mice, 
treefrogs, snails and even fish arc on 
the menu. It has an active curiosity 
that allows it to experiment with 
ways of obtaining tasty morsels, and 
an excellent memory that lets it learn 
from its experiments. 

For now though, this noisy Jay’s 
assertive nature is the only 
tool he needs to keep the bird 
feeder all to himself. rnre 


T he big, brash Blue Jay at the 
feeder is an exceptionally 
capable mimic. He alternately 
chatters like the Chickadees he has 
just chased away or screams like a 
hawk, perhaps to keep them away 
while he dines. 

Jays copy a wide variety of natu¬ 
ral and man-made sounds, incorpo¬ 
rating them into their repicrtoire. This 
ability has gained the jay a reputation 
for high intelligence. 

While impressive and entertain¬ 
ing to us, the Blue Jay’s talent for 
mimicry is not proof of high intelli¬ 
gence. Yet, it does imply a degree of 
attentiveness and mental agility. 

Members of the crow family, 
including jays, as well as ravens, 
magpies and more than 100 other 
species, are not only among the 
largest songbirds, but are generally 
considered the smartest birds of all. 
The Common Crow, for instance, can 
be taught to count to three and to imi¬ 
tate human speech. 

Laboratory experiments seem to 
confirm the Blue Jay’s abilities. Jays 
score as well as cats and squirrel mon¬ 
keys in tests of their ability to leam 
simple tasks and recognize objects. 

However, it is probably the occa¬ 
sional reports of what appears to be 
creativity or reasoning that give the 
Blue Jay its brainy reputation.

There was a Provincial Pee 
Wee B hockey tournament in Dids- 
bury this weekend and I'm sure 
that I join a large group of fans 
when I say it was a great tourna¬ 
ment. It goes without saying that a 
tournament of any kind will only 
be great if enough work, energy 
and care are poured into it 

And so it was in Didsbury this 
weekend - all the necessary cor¬ 
ners were covered. As soon as I 
walked into the arena 1 sensed that 
desirable orderly calm No looks 
of anxiety, no organizer madly 
dashing around trying to complete 
unfinished business. The tourna¬ 
ment had everything - organiza¬ 
tion, lots of community sponsors 
and friends of hockey, decora¬ 
tions, noisey fans, Big Country 
Games mascot Didsbee, Calgary 
Flames Harvey the Hound, de¬ 
lightful opening ceremonies, lots 
of food services and, most impor¬ 
tantly, an atmosphere of warm 
welcome clothed in a spirit of 
good sportsmanship Probably not 
surprising with honorary chair¬ 
man Bill Cowan involved 

The bottom line is the organiz¬ 
ing committee, the Minor Hockey 
Association and a host of volun¬ 
teers did a fabulous job of organ¬ 
izing and hosting one of many 
provincial sports tournaments held 
annually across the province 

But in my opinion this small 
group of dedicated hockey people 
have done much, much more than 
plan and pull off a hockey tourna¬ 
ment. As I walked through the 
arena at various times throughout 
the weekend, I sensed a renewed 
hockey spint that 1 haven't felt in 
town since the glory years of the 


60s and 70s. Everyone was having 
fun! Good sportsmanship reigned 
supreme, not a single injury in 15 
games and not one parent evicted 
from the stands Imagine 1 

I even dug around a little among 
the ranks of the overworked vol¬ 
unteers for some cracks in the 
armor You know, some gossipy 
stories of back stabbing, power 
seeking, uncooperative, ill in¬ 
formed, self serving conflicts be¬ 
low the waterline 

Well, much to my surprise 'no 
banana'. On the contrary, expres¬ 
sions like 'full cooperation', 'fell 
over backward to help' were com¬ 
mon descriptions of the work rela¬ 
tions between various groups. One 
volunteer, who looked as though 
she hadn't left the arena in three 
days and asked to remain name¬ 
less (her initials are K.P.) said 
"she'd do it all again in a minute" 
because it gave her a sense of real 
pride 

To that small group of tireless 
tournament workers, I say you've 
done much more than host a hockey 
tournament.

Am I oversimplifying commu¬ 
nity life and needs in a rural Al¬ 
berta town?
